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DETAILED ACTION 

I. Rejection of claims 25-27,29,30,32 under 35 USC 112, 1 st paragraph will not be 
maintained. Applicant is correct in that specification provides guidance. 

II. Rejection of claims 33,36-41 under 35 USC 112, 1 st paragraph will not be 
maintained. Applicant is correct in that specification provides guidance. 

III. Rejection of claims 25-27,29,30,32,3546 under 35 USC 112, 2nd paragraph will 
not be maintained. Applicant points to areas of the specification to clarify what is meant 
by "alkyl,aryl,glycol ethoxylate, proxylate, buttoxylate or sulfonate based emulsifiers". 

IV. Rejection of claim 47 under 35 USC 112, 2 nd paragraph will not be maintained. 
Applicant amended claim 47 to avoid antecedent basis problems. 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/24/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. See arguments below. 

V. Rejection of claim 25 under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by JP '105 will 
be maintained for reason on record and reason as follows. Applicant amended claim 25 
to delete "pesticide". However, Applicant defines plant growth regulators as pesticides. 
See claim 47. Since Applicant uses "plant growth regulators" and "pesticides" 
interchangeably, the rejection of record is maintained. 

VI. Claims 26,27,29,30,32 are objected to. The prior art does not teach or suggest 
the instant invention of claim 25 comprising the limitations of claims 26,27,29,30,32. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
